Piadesh during July 1956 a police party locatell the gang 
of notorious dacoit Sone Rajd in d Garhi ( fort ) near the 
village of Saliya The dacoits had taken strongly cutrenche ! 
posllions and opened fire on the police from inside thc Garhi 
The police rctumed the lue and one of the dacoits was shot 
dcail The dacoits, however, increased their fire and helil 
up further advance of the police Thereupon Naik Narain 
Singh of the Central Rescrve Police crawled forward in the 
face of very heavy fire and having reached the Carhi rernovec ! 
one of the iron bars from a small window and threw in i 
grenade which killed the dacoit inside This bold action con
